. BAILEY'’S SHIPYARD 
DESTROYED. 


Heavy Losses Suffered. 


Onp of the biggest fires that has 
occurred in the Colony for many 
yeats destroyed the  xteater 
part of — Mesars ww S. 
Baileys shipyard ot Kowloon 
in tha earls hours af tha. morn- 
ing. At 12.30 this mormng, the 
call announcing tha outbreak 
was recvived at tha “Police 
and Fire Stations of Hongkong 
and the mainland, and all avail- 
able men were requisitioned to 
deal with the outoreak which, 
assisted by a strong normh-easverly 
wind, progressed with gruat 
rapidity and invdlved the whole 
vard by the time the firemen 
arrived, : 

Measr. Bailes’s yard consisted 
of a numberof wooden structures, 
in addition to the offices 
and machine shops which 
wera built of more substantial 
material. Tha fire originated in 
the blacksmith’s store, and, if 
conjecture is to be depended 
upon, was caused by the 
overturning of a candle which 
was leftlighted when the work- 
men onthe night shift left the 
yard at midnight. The storo is 
located under the office quarters, 
and in a very short space of time, 
the building was gutted. Sparks 
trom this building set alight the 
other sheds of the shipyards, 
the conflagration, ettending as 
foras the quarters of the Indian 
watchman at the gate, which 
were also destroyed, —_ 

Mr. T. H. King, A. S. P., was 
in charge of the operations of the 
Fire Brigade which had also tha 
assistance of two fire floata 
twosbips which werd under con- 
struction on the slipways were 
saved fram complete destraction 

7 the efforts of the craw of the 
fire floats, who co-operated with 
the Iand brigade in directing a 
large volume of water into tha 
yard. 

‘The extent of the conflagration 
made the work of the firomen 
extremely hazardous. Savoralof 
them had jparrow escapes 
as the walls and roofs of the 
building collapsed. Simultaneous 
outbreaks occurring in various 
parts of the yard rendate 
ed the work of “direct 
ing the hose3 a matter of no little 
difficulty, and in some instances 
the firemen ware forced to realise 
the hopelessnesg of saving parts 
of the gard and turned their atten- 
tion tothemachine shop and tio 
sbics which were on the slip- 
ways. These were saved, bat 
the remaindeé of the buildinzs 
Lwrith their equipment wera com- 
pletely destroyed. 

The flzmes were got under 
control at about 7 o'clock this 
morning, bat were not actnally 
extinguished until a late hour in 
the forenoon. 

Tho sudden nature of tha con- 
flazration prevefdted any plans, 
books or documents being ra 
scued froro the office building 
and all these were lost: when the 
building cama down. 

A vast quantity of timber in 
the shacks and the yard added to 
the fierceness of the conflagration. 

Iris understood that the pre- 
mises were not wholly inaured. 
The damage is estimated to run 
into at any rate siz figures.

should be taken to stop the evil, 
orelse “the cammercisl reputation 
of this country Will be seriously 
injured and the business corn- 
munity will find their business 
ing into the hands of other 
nations, and tha miseries of 
eamploymens will be enormously 
increased.” Itisa matter which 
calls for the co-aperation not so 
much of the Government in 
atamping the evil out bur the 
co-operation of the business 
housesin London and the shipping 
and whrehousing companies.
